EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

As to claim 27, the prior art fails to teach an electronic device comprising: the 
prior art fails to teach an electronic device comprising: two loads wherein one of them 
has illumination function, a current transformer, having two windings, and a low-pass 
filter and an impedance, wherein all those elements are connected in the manner as 
disclosed in claim 27. 

As to claims 28-31, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on 
claim 27.
